As  the  orifice  contracts,  the  flow  of  blood  be¬ 
comes  more  equal,  it  is  thrown  to  a  less  dis 
tance,  the  size  of  the  stream  is  smaller,  and  it 
goes  on  diminishing  until  at  last  the  blood  only 
oozes  out,  and  by  the  time  it  ceases  altogether  to 
be  discharged,  the  extremity  of  the  vessel  is  co¬ 
vered  by  a  thin  layer  of  coagulum,  which  is 
readily  removed  from  it.  In  many  cases  in 
which  I  have  examined  the  parts  after  death, 
or  after  amputation,  in  consequence  of  disease 
below  the  injury  of  the  artery,  this  contraction 
of  the  vessel  was  evident,  as  well  as  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  the  very  thin  lay  >r  of  external  coagulum. 
extending  like  a  fine  red  thread  into  the  canal 
of  the  artery.  The  sheath  of  the  artery  coulJ, 
in  the  cases  related,  do  nothing,  because  it  was 
carried  away — it  was  not  present — neither  die 
the  internal  coagulum,  on  which  so  much  stress 
has  been  laid,  because  at  this  period,  strictly 
speaking,  it  does  not  exist. 

In  small  vessels,  such  as  the  radial  or  ulnar 
arteries,  little  depends  on  the  diminished  power 
of  the  circulation ;  but  when  the  axillary  or  fe¬ 
moral  artery  is  divided,  the  shock  of  the  injury 
and  the  loss  of  blood,  powerfully  contribute,  in 
the  first  instance,  to  the  suppression  of  hemorr¬ 
hage,  by  subduing,  if  not  momentarily  arrest¬ 
ing,  the  action  of  the  heart.  Haring  thus  es- 
.  tablished  the  fact  by  observation  and  experiment 
•n  man,  that  arteries  in  the  extremhies  of  the 
•econd  order  in  regard  to  size,  will  cease  to 
bleed  throagh  their  own  efforts,  unaided  by  the 


assistance  of  ths  surrounding  parts,  I  am  far 
from  intending  to  imply  that  no  assistance  is 
•ver  given  by  the  surrounding  parts  when  the 
femoral  artery  is  cut  across  high  up.  When 
an  artery  of  this  aiae  is  divided  in  situ,  and  re- 
traction  has  taken  place,  the  wound  in  the  limb 
being  small  and  not  direct,  the  assistance  is 
oftentimesconsiderable,  although  it  is  only  auxi¬ 
liary  by  retaining  the  coagulated  blood  in  its 
place  against  the  ragged  orifice  of  the  contract¬ 
ing  vessel.  If  the  axillary  artery  be  laid  bare 
previously  to  an  operation  for  amputation  at  the 
shoulder,  and  the  surgeon  take  it  between  his 
finger  and  thumb,  be  will  find  that  the  slightest 
possible  pressure  will  be  sufficient  to  stop  the 
current  of  blood  through  it.  Retaining'  the 
same  degree  of  pressure  on  the  vessel,  he  may 
cut  it  across  below  his  finarer  and  thumb,  and 
not  one  drop  of  blood  will  flow.  If  the  artery 
is  fairly  divided  by  the  Last  incision  which  se¬ 
parates  the  arm  from  the  body,  without  any 

Eretsure  being  made  upon  it,  it  will  propel  its 
lood  with  a  force  which  is  more  apparent  than 
real.  All  that  is  required  to  suppress  this  usu¬ 
ally  alarming  gush  of  blood,  is  to  place  the  end 
of  the  forefinger  directly  against  the  orifice  of 
the  artery,  and  with  the  least  possible  degree  of 
pressure  consistent  with  keeping  it  steadily  in 
one  position,  the  hemorrhage  will  be  suppressed. 
It  is  more  important  to  know,  that  if  the  orifice 
of  the  artery  from  a  natural  curve  in  the  vessel, 
or  from  other  accidental  causes,  happens  at  the 
same  time  to  retract  and  to  turn  its  open  orifice 
a  little  to  one  side,  so  as  to  place  it  in  close  con¬ 
tact  with  the  side  or  end  of  a  muscle,  the  very 
support  of  contact  will  sometimes  be  sufficiently 
auxiliary  to  prevent  its  bleeding. 

In  amputation  of  the  hip-joint,  the  femoral, 
and  profunda  arteries  are  usually  divided  at,  or 
just  below  the  origin  of  the  latter,  and  bleed 
furiously  if  disregarded ;  hut  the  slightest  com¬ 
pression  between  the  finger  and  thumb  stops 
both  at  once.  They  never  have  given  me  the 
smallest  concern  in  these  operations,  or  others 
of  a  similar  nature,  and  I  have  learned  to  hold 
all  arteries  that  can  be  taken  betweeo  the  finger 
and  thumb  in  great  contempt.  It  is  quite  im¬ 
possible  for  a  roan  to  be  a  good  surgeon — to  do 
his  patient  justice  in  great  and  difficult  opera¬ 
tions,  attended  by  hemorrhage,  unless  he  has 
this  feeling — unless  his  mind  is  fully  satisfied  of 
the  truth  of  these  observations.  Whilst  his  at¬ 
tention  ought  to  be  directed  to  other  important 
circumstances,  it  is  perhaps  absorbed  by  the 
dread  of  bleeding,  by  the  idle  fear  that  he  will 
not  be  able  to  compress  the  artery  and  restrain 
the  bleeding  from  it — that  he  may  have  half  a 
dozen  vessels  bleeding  at  once — that  his  patient 
will  die  on  the  table  before  him.  Once  fairly 
in  dismay,  and  the  patient  is  really  in  danger ; 
but,  endowed  with  that  confidence  which  is  or.iv 
to  be  acquired  through  precept  supported  by 
experience,  ha  surveys  this  scene  with  perfect 
calmness  ;  taking  the  great  artery  between  the 
finger  and  thumb  of  one  hand,  iie  places  the 
points  of  ail  the  other  fingers  of  both,  if  neces¬ 
sary.  on  the  next  largest  vessels;  or  ha  presses 
the  tlaps  or  sides  of  the  wound  together  until 
his  other  hand  can  be  s  ,'t  at  liberty  by  an  as¬ 
sistant,  or  in  consequence  of  a  ligature  having 
been  rassed  around  the  prir-  ipal  _rtery.  I  ad¬ 
mit  that  this  is  a  scene  suffi.ient  to  try  the  pre¬ 
sence  of  mind  of  any  man  ;  but  he  is  not  a  good 
surgeon  win  is  not  equal  to  it — who  does  not 
delight  in  the  recollection  of  it  when  his  patient 
is  in  safety,  and  his  recovery  assured.  I  have 
seen  many  persons  die  on  the  table  under  great 
I  operations.  1  never  lost  one  from  hemorrliage. 


except  in  one  instance,  in  which  a  tourniquet 
w  a*  applied.  It  was  with  no  small  (atisfaetioa 
I  h«ard  a  gentleman,  some  mx  months  ago, 
publkly  state  in  the  board-room  of  the  West¬ 
minster  Hospital,  that  the  surgeons  of  another 
hospital  to  which  he  was  especially  attached, 
never  used  a  tourniquet  in  amputation,  and  de¬ 
dans  is  to  be  an  indication  of  their  superiority 
over  sh-ose  who  did  resort  to  it  for  assistance. 
Joitmsg  most  cordially  in  the  approbation  thus 
best® wed,  I  could  not  but  feel  gratified  in  recol¬ 
lecting  that  I  was  the  first  who  publicly  taught 
thin  method  of  proceeding;  and  it  must  be 
highly  satisfactory  to  those  governors  who  take 
an  interest  in  the  character  of  the  Westminster 
Hospital  to  know  that  it  was  under  their  aus¬ 
pices,  and  in  their  hospital,  it  was  first  prac¬ 
tised  m  London. 

When  the  femoral  arterv  is  cut  across  in  the 
upper  part  of  ihe  thigh,  wither  it  be  done  by 
a  casraon  shot,  a  musket  ball,  or  a  knife,  the 
patiesd  does  not  always  bleed  to  death  at  once, 
althcKgfa  he  frequently  dies  after  a  time  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  the  shock  and  the  loss  of  blood.  He 
is  less  likely  to  die  if  the  artery  is  divided  in  the 
middle  or  lower  half  of  the  thigh,  but  in  both 
cases  it  is  probable  the  hemorrhage  will  cease 
of  itself.  If  it  should  recur,  it  wiil  be  more 
likely  to  take  place  from  the  lower  than  the 
upper  part  of  the  artery,  on  account  of  the  dif¬ 
ferent  process  adapted  by  nature  in  these  cases — 
facts,  the  knowledge  of  which  we  also  owe  to 
the  war  in  the  Peninsula. 

Cass*  7. — At  the  battle  of  Toulouse,  a  large 
shot  struck  an  officer  and  two  men  immediately 
behind  him,  and  Dearly  tore  off  the  right  thigh 
of  each.  The  artery  was  divided  about,  or  less 
than  three  inches  below  Poupart's  ligament. 

I  saw  hitn  shortly  afterwards,  in  consequence  of 
j  his  surgeon  saying  it  was  a  case  for  amputation 
of  ths  hip-joint.  The  pulse  was  feeble,  the 
countenance  ghastly,  bedewed  with  a  cold 
sweat,  and  with  every  indication  of  approach¬ 
ing  dissolution.  The  house  being  at  an  ad¬ 
vanced  point,  and  close  to  one  of  the  French 
batteries,  the  fire  of  round  shot  and  musketry 
was  no  severe,  upon  and  around  it,  as  to  induce 
me  to  remain  until  the  battery  should  be  taken 
by  th»  troops  then  advancing  upon  our  flank. 
In  order  to  occupy  my  time  usefully,  I  returned 
to  the  officer,  and  found  he  had  just  expired. 
Desirous  of  seeing  by  what  means  the  hemorr¬ 
hage  had  been  arrested,  I  cut  down  upon  tha 
j  artery,  took  it  carefully  out,  and  found  that  its 
|  divided  end  was  irregularly  torn  ;  a  slight  con- 
I  traction  had  taken  place  just  above,  but  not 
|  sufficient  to  have  been  of  the  slightest  utility  in 
j  suppressing  the  bleeding,  which  was  in  fact 
I  prevailed  by  an  external  coagulum,  which 
1  idle’  up  the  ragged  extremity  of.  the  vessel, 
j  and  \sh.  .t  in  a  few  days  would  hav8  been  re- 
i  moved  »  ith  the  purulent  discharge.  The  ori- 
j  tice  of  the  artery,  and  the  surrounding  surface 
!  for  at  least  an  inch  in  extent,  would  then  be 
covered  by  a  yellowish  green-coloured  matter, 
I  very  distinct  in  appearance  from  the. natural 
I  structure,  and  so  strongly  marked  as  to  point 
1  out  the  situation  of  the  extremity  of  the  artery. 

1  If  a  casu  of  this  kind  should  survive,  and 
,  the  hemorrhage  should  be  ultimately  restrained 
bv  natural  causes,  I  am  led  to  surmise  from 
what  I  b  ivo  seen  in  the  artery  a  little  lower 
j  down,  that  the  continued  contraction  which 
|  occurs  in  a  circular  Jir'ction  just  within  the 
j  rugged  or  torn  end  would  gradually  lead  to  the 
protrusion  of  !'  e  external  coagulum,  projecting 
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into  it*  canal,  hkt  a  eua.’bm  proee**— .  an  ope¬ 
ration  which  would  be  assisted  by  the  lymph  or 
fibrin  poured  out  from  within  and  around  the 
artery. 

In  other  Instance*  in  which  1  bar#  examined 
the  extremities  of  each  larg*  arteries  When  di¬ 
vided,  the  appearances  hart  been  snore  or  less 
of  a  similar  nature ;  unless  where  tht  persons 
had  died  immediately,  when  tht  tom  extremi¬ 
ties  were  fomid  quite  open  and  with  little  sur¬ 
rounding  eoagulu®, 

Tht  processes  of  nature  are  different  in  an 
artery  of  a  somewhat  smaller  calibre.  When  1 
the  femoral  artery  has  been  fairly  di sided  in  the 
middle  or  lower  part  of  the  thigh.  the  patient  I 
has.  In  almost  all  the  cases  which  hare  come  | 
under  my  observation,  either  died  without  as¬ 
sistance,  or  the  hemorrhage  hat  ceased  sponta¬ 
neously.  Haring  been  arrested  for  twelve 
hours,  the  efforts  ef  nature  are  usually  suffi¬ 
cient  to  prevent  it*  return  from  the  upper, 
although  not  from  the  lower  end  of  the  ve-sei ; 
but  then  it  is  of  venous  and  not  of  arterial 
colour — a  fact  now  acknowledged  to  be  of  the 
greatest  importance.  The  great  evil  to  be 
dreaded  In  such  cases,  is  not  from  hemorrhage 
from  the  [upper  end  of  the  divided  artery,  but 
from  the  lower,  and  from  mortification  of  the 
foot,  which  circumstance  I  shall  notice  in  its 
props?  place. 

The  upper  end  of  an  artery  retracts  on  being 
divided,  and  this  retraction  is  accompanied  by  a 
contraction  of  the  cut  extremity  of  the  vessel, 
which  assume*  the  shape  of  the  neck  of 
French  wine-bottle  or  Florence  oil-flask.  The 
©on traction  is  confined  in  the  first  instance  to 
its  very  extremity,  so  that  the  barrier  opposing 
the  flow  of  blood  is  formed  by  this  part  alone. 
The  contraction  goes  on,  however,  increasing 
for  the  space  of  an  inch,  which  i*  usually  filled 
up  with  an  internal  coagulum,  of  a  round  py¬ 
ramidal  shape,  adhering  firmly  to  the  con¬ 
tracted  end  of  the  artery,  loose  at  its  apex,  and 
extending  frequently  as  far  as  the  first  colla¬ 
teral  branch,  but  rarely  under  any  circum¬ 
stances  beyond  two  inches  ;  the  very  orifice  of 
the  artery  on  the  outside  being  in  a  few  days 
covered  by  the  yellowish  green-coloured  matter 
1  have  already  alluded  to.  Some  of  these  pro¬ 
cesses  are  continued  even  alter  the  external 
wound  has  healed;  the  artery  goes  on  dimi¬ 
nishing  and  contracting  as  far  as  it  is  useless, 
so  that,  of  four  or  five  inches,  from  one  to  two 
may  be  impervious,  the  remainder  being  con¬ 
tracted,  altnough  still  permeable  by  a  probe. 
An  accompanying  nerve,  where  there  is  one, 
would  do  tne  reverse;  the  cut  extremity  would 
be  enlarged  or  bulbous,  gradually  diminishing 
as  it  is  traced  upwards,  until  it  becomes  of  its 
proper  sixe. 

Th«  processes  adopted  by  nature  for  closing 
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would  not 


iroout  ltrsnsnti,  as  water  rise*  from  a  spring,  and 
not  with  as  arterial  impulse. 

The  retracting  and  contracting  power*  in  the 
lower  end  of  a  divided  artery  are,  nevertheless, 
considerable,  and  are  sufficient,  in  some  cases, 
to  nearly  close  the  lower  end  of  the  femoral 
artery  when  divided  by  amputation  above  the 
knee.  When  the  femoral  artery  is  cut  across, 
the  lower  portion  of  the  vessel  is  emptied  by  its 
last  efforts,  combined  with  the  action  of  the 
capillaries.  Whoa  the  collateral  circulation  is 
powerful,  blood  soon  regurgitates  into  the  ar¬ 
tery,  but  the  force  of  the  regurgitation  can  be 
in  no  proportion  to  that  of  the  propulsion  at  the 
other  or  upper  divided  end  of  the  vessel,  which 
will  generally  be  able  to  resist  this  impulse; 
whilst  the  lower  one  often  opens  and  bleeds 
after  the  lapse  of  a  few  day*.  In  all  the  case*  I 
hare  had  an  opportunity  of  examining, in  which 
hemorrhage  had  taken  place  from  the  lower  end 
of  the  artery,  the  following  appearance*  were 
observable  after  the  lapse  of  a  few  day* 

Trie  same  kind  of  yellowish-green  matter 
marks  and  conceals  the  situation  of  the  lower 
extremity  of  the  artery  as  it  doe*  the  upper.  It 
is  however  thinner  where  it  immediately  covers 
the  end  of  the  artery,  which  in  none  of  these 
case*  is  contracted  in  the  conical  manner  des¬ 
cribed  as  taking  place  in  the  upper  extremity. 
On  the  introduction  of  a  probe  with  the  greatest 
gentleness  into  the  artery  from  below,  it  usually 
makes  its  appearance  at  a  point  on  the  yellow 
space,  raising  a  thin  portion  as  it  protrude*.  On 
laying  open  the  artery,  the  orifice  would  seem 
a  to  have  been  once  closed  by  this  layer  of  fibrin, 
but  with  a  less  degree  of  contraction  than  the 
upper  end  of  the  same  artery  ;  tho  layer  still, 
however,  forming  an  obstacle  sufficient  to  cover 
and  close  three-fourths  of  the  orifice,  the  blood 
having  flowed  through  the  remaining  fourth, 
which  had  probably  given  way  by  accident. 
The  following  case  is  illustrative  of  the  several 
points  alluded  to.  * 

Casb£).— Serjeant  William  Lillie,  of  the  62nd 
regiment,  aged  thirty-two,  was  wounded  in  the 
right  thigh,  on  the  10th  of  April,  at  the  battle  of 
Toulouse,  by  a  musket-ball,  which  passed 
through  in  an  oblique  direction  downwards  and 
inwards  close  to  the  bone,  describing  a  track  of 
seven  inches.  The  ball  was  extracted  behind  on 
the  field.  He  said  he  had  bled  a  good  deal  on 
the  receipt  of  the  injury,  which  he  had  stopped 
by  binding  his  sash  around  the  limb.  The  dis¬ 
charge  from  the  wound  was  considerable;  it 
appeared,  however,  to  be  going  on  well  until 
the  20th  of  the  month,  when,  on  making  a  sud¬ 
den  turn  in  bed,  dark-coloured  blood  flowed 
from  both  orifices  of  the  wound  in  considerable 
quantity.  I  had  given  an  order,  as  chief  of  the 
medical  staff  in  Toulouse,  that  no  operation 
should  be  performed  on  a  wounded  artery  with¬ 
out  a  report  being  sent  to  me,  and  an  hour  at 


the  end  of  the  lower  extremity  of  an  artery  of  j  least  granted  for  a  reply,  unless  the  case  were 


the  site  of  the  femoral  at  the  inferior  part  of 
the  thigh,  are  different  from  those  employed  at 
the  upper  or  opposite  extremity.  The  retrac¬ 
tion  or  contraction  of  the  lower  end  of  a  di¬ 
vided  artery  is  neither  so  perfect  nor  so  perma¬ 
nent  as  at  it*  upper  end.  and  the  small  internal 
coagulum  is  in  many  instances  altogether  want¬ 
ing  or  very  defective  in  its  formation.  The 
closure  of  the  lower  orifice  being  less  perfectly 
accomplished  than  tin#  upper,  it  is  the  most 
likely  to  suffer  from  secondary  hemorrhage, 
which  may  be  distinguislwd  from  that  from  the 
upper  end  of  the  artery  at  an  early  period  after 
the  accident,  by  the  venous  colour  of  the  blood, 
and  from  its  flowing  or  welling  out  in  a  couu- 


i  of  too  urgent  a  nature  to  admit  of  it.  It  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  so  in  this  instance,  and  before  I 
;  arrived  Mr.  Dease  had  performed  the  operation 
for  aneurism  at  the  lower  part  of  the  upper 
third  of  the  thigh.  I  could  only  express  my 
.  regret  thst  it  had  been  done,  and  point  out  the 
probability  of  the  recurrence  of  the  hemorrhage 
:  from  the  lower  end  of  the  artery,  which  took 
place  on  the  7th  of  May,  when  the  limb  was 
.  amputated,  and  the  man  died.  On  examination 
1  the  artery  was  found  to  have  beeu  divided 
,  exactly  where  it  pa-»es  between  the  tendinous 
i  expansion  of  the  triceps  and  the  bone.  The 
'  upper  portion  of  the  artery  *'‘us  cut  across  was 
'  closed.  A  probe  iiitrodav«U  .nto  it  from  above 


coma  out  at  the  face  of  the  woo  ad, 
although  the  impulse  gives  to  this  part  os  mov¬ 
ing  it  was  observable  ia  the  middle  of  a  large 
yellow  lib-green  spot,  which  I  had  previously 
declared  to  be  the  situation  of  the  extremity  of 
the  artery,  which  hail  contracted  behind  this, 
ia  the  shape  of  a  claret-bottle  for  about  an  inch, 
having  within  it  a  small  coagulum.  The  lower 
end  of  the  artery  from  which  the  hemorrhage 
had  taken  place  was  marked  by  a  spot  of  a  simi¬ 
lar  character ;  but  oo  passing  a  probe  upwards 
from  the  popliteal  space,  it  came  out  at  a  very 
small  hole  in  the  extremity  of  the  artery,  ia  the 
centre  of  the  yellow  spot,  the  canal  of  the  artery 
not  being  contracted  and  diminished,  but  only 
apparently  closed  by  a  layer  of  the  jtUowish. 
green  matter  laid  over  it,  and  adhering  to  its 
circumference.

I  do  not  hesitate  in  considering  the  following 
as  three  important  facta,  first  demonstrated  and 
pro  red  during  the  war  in  Portugal,  Spain,  and 
France,  and  that  nothing  has  since  occurred  to 
impeach  their  accuracy. 

1.  That  an  artery  as  Urge  as  the  femoral  is 
capable,  when  divide,  of  taking  on  certain  pro¬ 
cesses,  which  will  cause  a  suppression  of  he¬ 
morrhage  from  its  upper  end,  and  which  sup¬ 
pression  is  usually  permanent. 

2.  That  the  bleeding  from  the  lower  end  of 
the  same  vessel  it  less  certainly  and  less  perma¬ 
nently  restrain*!,  and  not  by  exactly  simiUr 
processes ;  the  blood  issuing  from  the  lower  end 
of  the  femoral  artery  being  for  the  first  few  days 
of  a  venous  colour.  It  U  less  so  from  the  axil¬ 
lary  artery,  in  consequence  of  the  collateral  cir¬ 
culation  in  the  upper  being  more  free  than  in 
the  lower  extremity,  and  the  change  of  colour 
U  sometime*  not  perceptible  in  the  smaller  ar¬ 
teries  af  the  forearm,  although  it  it  generally  so 
in  those  of  the  leg. 

3.  That  this  bleeding  from  the  lower  end  ot 
the  vessel,  which  is  more  or  less  of  a  venous 
colour,  and  issue*  in  a  continuous  stream,  may 
be  restrained  by  compression  properly  made  on, 
and  in  the  course  of  the  lower  part  of  the 
w  ounded  artery ;  but  that  in  no  instance  should 
recourse  be  had  to  a  ligature  on  a  distant  part 
of  the  artery  above  the  seat  of  injury,  until 
every  other  possible  effort  to  arrest  the  hemor¬ 
rhage  has  failed. 


Bcbnt  Rhcbabb  ix  Diabrhcea.  —  Mr. 
IIobljD,  of  the  Middlesex  Hospital,  informs 
us  that  **  it  may  be  useful  to  the  profes¬ 
sion  to  know  the  value  of  burnt  rhubarb  in 
diarrbeea.  I  have  used  it  for  seven  year*,  and 
found  it  more  serviceable  in  the  diarrhoea  at¬ 
tendant  on  the  last  stage  of  consumption,  than 
the  chalk  mixture  and  opium,  or  any  other  ot 

the  usual  remedies,... . . . The  dose  is  from 

5  to  10  grains.  The  manner  of  preparing  it  is, 
to  burn  the  rhubarb  powder  in  an  iron  cru¬ 
cible,  stirring  it  until  it  is  blackened,  then 
smother  it  in  a  covered  jar.  It  loses  two- 
thirds  of  its  weight  by  incineration  ;  it  is  nearly 
tasteless.  In  no  one  case,  where  I  have  known 
it  given,  has  it  failed.  I  have  given  it  in  port 
wine,  milk,  and  water. — Dr.  Johnson  *  Medico- 
Chiruryienl  Review. 

IIirrcRtc  Acid  and  its  Tests. — In  a  paper 
communicated  by  Dr.  Alexander  Ure  to  the 
Medico-Cliirurgical  Society,  in  January,  1841, 
it  was  pointed  out,  for  the  first  time,  that  when 
a  certain  portion  of  benzoic  acid,  or  of  a  soluble 
benzoic  salt,  is  introduced  into  the  human  sto¬ 
mach,  a  remarkable  change  takes  piare  in  its 
passage  through  the  kidney.  lh«  urine  voided 
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ia  th*  court*  0/  t  couple  of  hour*  afterward*, 
•mounting  usually  to  five  or  six  ounce*,  will  be 
found,  00  adding  a  twelfth  part  of  muriatio 
acid,  to  yield,  by  and  bye,  a  copious  precipitate 
of  beautiful  ro»#  pink  acicular  crystals,  which, 
examined  by  tbe  microscope,  exhibit  the  form 
of  a  four-aided  prism,  terminated  by  a  dihedral 
summit.  Thi*  is  precisely  the  crystalline  cha¬ 
racter  of  aa  acid  peculiar  to  the"  urine  of  the 
hone,  cow,  and  other  gratnnivorous  animal*; 
and  to  which,  for  that  reason,  Liebig  has  as¬ 
signed  the  name  of  hippuric.  By  this  singular 
interchange  of  elements,  capable  of  being  ef¬ 
fected  only  by  the  aid  of  vital  chemistry,  an  or¬ 
ganic  product,  uric  acid,  containing  eight 
atoms  of  azote  and  ten  of  carbon,  is  re¬ 
placed  by  one,  hippuric  acid,  containing  no 
le«a  than  eighteen  of  carbon  and  only  two  of 
azote,  no  trace  whatever  of  uric  acid  or 
any  of  its  salts  being  discoverable  in  the  urine. 
The  importance  of  this  fact,  as  bearing  upon 
medical  practice,  is,  that  the  salts  formed  by  this 
acid,  with  the  ordinary  bases  occurring  in  the 
animal  fluids,  as  soda,  ammonia  and  potash,  are 
all  of  easy  solubility.  Thus,  hippurate  of  soda 
requires  about  twoparts  of  water, at  GO  *  Fahr., 
to  dissolve  it,  whereas  the  corresponding  uric 
•alt,  constituting,  as  is  well  known,  tbe  gouty 
concretions  or  chalk-stones,  is  nearly  as  in¬ 
soluble  as  urio  acid,  requiring  at  least  4000 
parts  of  water  to  dissolve  ono.  Hippurate  of 
ammonia,  again,  is  but  little  less  soluble  than 
hippurate  of  soda,  while  urate  of  ammonia  will 
only  dissolve  to  the  amount  of  1 -480th  part. 
Hippurate  of  lime,  the  least  soluble  of  these 
salt^  requires  13  parts  of  water  to  dissolve  one.  j 
The  application  of  the  above  principle  has 
proved  of  material  benefit  in  the  treatment 
of  certain  unhealthy  conditions  of  the  urine, 
occurring  in  subjects  of  a  calculous  or  gouty 
diathesis ;  since  it  enables  the  practitioner  to 
obviate  entirely  the  various  depositions  result¬ 
ing  from  excess  of  urie  acid,  the  fruitful 
source  of  that  most  distressing  malady,  stone  in 
the  bladder ;  as  also  to  control  and  prevent  the 
formation  of  the  so-called  tophaceous  concretions 
which  occasion  so  much  inconvenience, deformity 
and  pain,  to  individuals  labouring  under  gout. 
By  judicious  exhibition  of  the  benzoic  acid, 
or,  according  to  particular  circumstances,  of  a 
benzoic  salt,  apportioning  the  dose  to  the  state  of 
the  urinal  secretion,  best  previously  ascertained 
by  analysis,  we  can  fulfil  the  desired  indication 
with  unerring  precision,  without  any  risk  of 
affecting  the  general  health,  or  of  irritating 
the  urinary  organs.  This  plan  of  treat¬ 
ment  by  no  means  precludes  the  adoption  of 
other  suitable  remedial  measures,  nor  the  ne¬ 
cessity  of  observing  proper  rules  of  diet. 
As  benzoic  acid  is  apt  to  irritate  the  fauces, 
unless  administered  in  a  liquid  state,  and  as  it 
needs  a  large  quantity  of  water  to  dissolve  it, 
it  will  be  found  expedient  to  give  it  along  with 
phosphate  or  biborate  of  soda,  which  enhance 
its  solubility  without  abating  its  specific  power. 
Four  parts,  by  weight,  of  the  former,  or  one 
part  and  a  half  of  the  latter  salt,  will  enable  a 
comparatively  small  proportion  of  distilled  water 
to  take  up  one  of  the  acid.  This  difficulty,  how¬ 
ever,  does  not  apply  to  the  benz.  Ae  of  ammonia 
or  of  potash.  Sulphuric  eti.cr  furnishes  i he 
readiest  test  for  disting  kshing  hippuric  from 
benzoic  acid,  from  the  greater  solubility  of  the 
latter  in  that  menstruum. — Pharmaceutical 
Journal,  1841-42. 

In  addition  to  urea,  the  urine  of  herbivorous 
animals  contains  hippuri  •  acid,  which  is  decom¬ 
posed  during  putrefaction  into  benzoic  acid  aud 


ammonia.  The  latter  enter*  into  the  composi¬ 
tion  of  the  gluten  (in  vegetables),  but  the  ben¬ 
zoic  acid  often  remain*  unchanged,  for  example, 
in  the  Anthoxanthum  odoratum. — (Liebig's 
Organic  Chemistry.) — TUI.

STRANGULATED  SCROTAL  HERNIA,  <tc. 
By  W.  It.  Pcoh,  II.  D„  Launceston,  V.  D.  L. 

Henry  Evans,  set.  72,  was  admitted  to  St. 
John's  Hospital  May  9th,  184(1  ;  has  for 
many  year*  had  an  inguinal  hernia  on  the  left 
side  ;  it  has  acquired  an  enormous  size  ;  until 
about  eight  days  since,  he  was  able  to  return 
it,  and  had  but  little  difficulty  in  supporting  it 
with  a  truss.  He  had  been  drinking  at  the 
time  the  bowel  became  incarcerated ;  frequent 
attempts  have  been  made  to  reduce  the  hernia, 
and  the  skin  on  the  scrotum  is  inflamed  from 
the  manipulation  employed.  The  patient  was 
placed  in  a  warm  bath,  and  the  taxis  was 
again  tried  without  effect.  As  the  symptoms 
were  not  urgent,  it  was  thought  advisable  to 
allow  him  (prior  to  operation)  a  few  hours  to 
recover  from  the  shock  he  had  sustained  in  tra¬ 
velling  upwards  of  twelve  mile*  in  a  cart.  An 
anodyne  draught  was  administered,  and  a  poul¬ 
tice  applied  to  the  scrotum. 

lOtn. —  Has  slept  well  during  the  night,  but 
this  morning  the  distension,  which  had  dimi¬ 
nished  after  the  bath,  has  again  returned  ;  the 
skin  is  much  discoloured,  and  the  general  ap¬ 
pearance  of  the  parts  has  so  much  changed 
for  the  worse,  since  the  patient's  admission, 
that  an  immediate  operation  is  unavoidable. 
In  addition  to  the  large  oblique  hernia,  a  tu¬ 
mour,  about  the  size  of  a  pullet’s  egg,  presented 
itself  at  the  external  ring.  The  inflamed  and 
condensed  state  of  the  integuments  rendered  a 
minute  examination  difficult,  but  the  opinion 
formed  was,  that  a  double  hernia  was  present, 
the  smaller  tumour  being  a  direct  hernia. 

The  operation  was  commenced  by  an  incision 
in  the  usual  direction,  met  by  another  at  right 
angles  to  the  first.  A  careful  dissection  through 
the  condensed  tissues  exposed  the  external  ring, 
and  the  neck  of  the  larger  hernia.  In  this  stage 
of  the  operation,  it  became  evident  that  the  tu¬ 
mour  before  referred  to  was  an  abscess,  situated 
between  the  fascia  transversaiis  and  abdominal 
muscles.  It  was  opened,  and  a  considerable 
quantity  of  offensive  purulent  matter  escaped. 
The  contents  of  the  bowel  cou'd  now  be  passed 
into  the  abdomen.  All  cause  of  constriction  ex¬ 
ternal  to  the  sac  having  been  removed,  it  was 
not  considered  expedient  to  interfere  further. 
The  patient  was  carried  to  bed,  a  poultice  ap¬ 
plied  over  the  seat  of  operation,  and  stimulants 
administered  to  rouse  the  exhausted  powers. 
The  operation  had  been  necessarily  tedious, 
and  the  age  of  the  patient  unfitted  him  for  so 
severe  a  trial. 

The  pulse  was  about  100,  and  little  affected 
by  the  operation. 

On  visiting  him  in  the  evening  the  pulse  had 
become  small  and  more  frequent,  and  a  gan¬ 
grenous  odour  was  deteetc  1  u  approaching  the 
beo.  The  parts  exposed  1  a  the  op-ration  v  ere 
liv’d,  and  distinct  eviden of  rnpidlv  extending 
gangrene  was  presented.  Although  the  pa¬ 
tient's  pofuion  appe  l/ed  hopeless,  it  was  consi¬ 
dered  ad' is  olo  to  .-pen  the  »ac  ai  d  allow  a  froo 
exit  for  the  cunteuts  of  tr.e  bowel.  On  slitting 
up  the  sic  it  became  evident  that  the  intestine 
had  given  way,  as  a  considerable  quantity  of 


fluid,  mixed  with  feculent  matter,  escaped.  On 
further  examination,  an  opening  was  found  at 
the  posterior  part  of  the  foul  of  intestine  <\  por¬ 
tion  of  the  color),  the  opening  wa»  enlarged, 
and  a  poultice  of  bread  and  yeast  applied.
